SUBJECT. —Extension of time limit for fulfilment of counter-export obligations under the 
Indo-Afghan Trade Arrangement, 1973-74. 

No. 134-irC(PN)/74.— AttentioD of the trade is invited to the Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notices— 

(i) No. 18-lTC(PN)/74, dated 2nd February, 1974 as amended by Public Notice 
No. 129-ITC(PN)/74, dated the 31st August, 1974; and 


(ii) No. 53-rrC{PN)/74, dated the nth April, 1974, 

in terms of which the last date for fulflimenl of the counter-export obligation for I mited 
purpose of counter-balancing the imports, that have alre.ndy been effected from Afghanistan 
apto 28th February, 1974, Was extended to 31-st August, 1974. 


2. In view of the difficulties experienced by the trade in obtaining shipping space 
from Bombay to Karachi for the consignments intended for pp-ut to Afghanistan, the 
position has been reviewed, and in partial modification of the Ministry of Commerce Publjc 
Notices mentioned in Paragraph 1 above, it has been decided to extend the last date for 
fulfilment of counfer-exoort obligation in (he required rro-ortion, from 31st August 1974 
to 31jf December 1974. The extension has been granted for the lirnited of 

fnlfilmenrof counter-exnort obligation wainst imports alreadv effected from Afghan stan 
upto 28th February, 1974: and it cannot be utilised for entering into fresh commitments. 
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3. Exporters/Importers are cautioned that no further extension of time limit will bo 
allowed under any circumstances; and failure to fulfil the counter-export obligation in 
the required proportion by the crucial date Ue. Blst December, 1974, will render them 
liable to penal action under the Imports 'and Exports Trade Ojntrol/Forclgn Exchange 
Orders. Rules and Regulations.
